More, Shorfer Liferary Works

High uhool English classes
spend much less time than their
parents did with classics like
“Silas Marner” and “Juliuis Ca-
esar,” their -examinations tend
to be shorter—but “more. fre-
quent, and ‘they wrife fewer

' _‘Theseé are :some of James E.
Day's findings in his survey
of ““The Teaching of English.in
Iowa High Schools.” Day, a
member of the El Camino Col-
lege faculty, is a graduate stu-
dent at the University o6f Iowa,
and was awarded a doctor of
philosophy degree in education
at mid-year commencement ex-
ercises last month.

Regardless of the assertions
of some critics of modern ed-
ucation who maintain that
“fads” have.replaced sound in-
structional methods, modern

to keep ‘abreast of student
reading, Day explains,

Day folind that 62 per cent
of the schools require three
years of English for gradua-
tion 'and .38 per. cent reduire
four, years, Semester and year:

Only 13 per
cent_of -the teachers now give
the essay type of test, dlthough
33 per cent add some essay

Wardens for
Alert Needed

Howard Earl, county director
of Civil Defense, Friday urged
residents of each block in un-
incorporated county territory to
meet and elect a Civil Defense
warden promptly.
| “We simply do not have the
staff to go out and seek out
persons. for_block wardens,” he
sald, “as essential as they are
to civil defense under atomic
warfare.

“The county has under 5000
wardens,” he sald, “and|should
have more than 40,000 block
wardens, Furthermore, most of
the wardens now enrolled are
away from home at work In
the ‘daytime when it"is most
likely “a* bomb atmck would
come, .

“Each block needs a daytime
warden, one who can help_his
(or- her) neighbors 1ipon 4. yel-
low alert. When' there's long
enough warning to undertake
dispersal before the bomb drops,
this will be doubly important.”

Earl' pointed out that selec-
tion of wardens by block resi-
dents themselves not only will
assure trusted leadership fo1
cach block in an emergency,
but is now the only practicable
way to provide all citizens in
